Not 
only w’as the 
incorporation 
project 
signally defeated, bm Miss Brooks had 
so sturdy an army of Polish vo‘ers be 
hind her that she felt strong enough 
to urge more active reforms. 
“Fighting an organized ring is not 
an easy task, and Miss 
Brooks 
had 
many discouragements; but in the end 
the decent citizens were thoroughly 
awakened. A reform ticket was put 
into the field and won an overwhelm­ 
ing victory, and the last dive in West 
Hammond, called in derision ‘The Vir­ 
ginia Brooks’ closed its doors.’’
